Terrible Tragedy at Twenty-third 
Street and Washington Ave- 
nue This Afternoon. 


Cecil English Shoots and Instantly 
Kills Thomas E. Fitzgerald. 


Terrible Result of an Old Feud Be- 
tween Two Cenductors. 


The Murderer Then Took His Position on 
the Front Platform of the Car, Fut His 
Revolver to the Driver's Head and Com- 
pelled Him to Drive Him tothe End of 
the Read—Se Is Fisally Arrested on 
Delmar Avenue, Near Sarah Street—De- 
tails ef the Tragedy. 


4:30 o’clock this afternoon con- 
ductor Thomas E. Fitzgerald of 
car No. 111 of the Lindell 
Rallway was shot three times in the head on 
his car on Washington avenue near 
Twenty-third street, and instantly 
killed. The shooting was 
by Cecil English, a discharged 
ofthe company. It was the result of

as near astne police could learn. Eoglish 
evidently got on the car with the in- 
tention ot murdering Fitzgerald, as 
he stood at his side on the platform until all 
the passengers had left and then deliberately 
placed the revolver to his head and fired 
three shots in close succession.

The driver stopped the car and shouted 
back to English for God's sake man, what do 
you mean. Instead of replying, English 
pointed the weapou at the driver's 
neud and ordered him to continue driving 
west or take the same dose de 
had given Fitsgerald. The car had 
just passed the car stables and 
seeing the look of determination in the mur- 
derer’s eye, the driver concluded

and whipping up the horses, he started out 
to make the fastest time possible. The mur- 
derer held the revolver in his hand until the 
car reached a point west of Grand aveaue, 
when he jumped off and ran down Deimar 
at a high speed. The driver 
in the meantime had recovered 
from his fright and began bilowing 
a police whistle as loud as was possible.

CONTINUED RUNNING 
until he reached Vandeventer avenue, when 
he ran against a Fitth Dis- 
trict patrolman. He atill had 
the revolver, but it took the officer but a few 
seconds to disarm him. He was then taken to 
the Fifth District Station. 

The driver, J. F. Heady, informed a Police 
Sergeant immediately after the arrest of En- 
giish that the murderer got on the car on 
Broadway and remained on the . plat- 
form all the time. He could not 
say whether Fitzgerald knew the man or 
whether there had been any conversation be- 
tween them on the way out. 

English was employed by the Lindell Co. 
up to four months ago, when he lost his pos- 
tion. Nothing was seen or heard of him by 
the employes ‘of the company up to the time 
of the shooting. 

Fitzgerald was about 34 years of age and 
lived on Finney avenue, near the branch 
stables of the road. :

When taken to the Fifth District Station on 
Market street he gave his name ag Cecil Mor- 
gan English, said he was 52 years of age, 
married and hada wife and several children.

Death of the Distinguished Ex-Soldier, Con- 
gressman and Diplomate, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—Gen. Robert 
Cummings Schenck died at his residence on 
Massachusetts avenue at 8 o’clock last even- 
ing of pneumonia. 

On Sunday last he was out calling with Mr. 
B. H. Wardes, formerly of Ohio, but for se¥- 
eral years a well-known resident of thia city, 
and seemed in his usual health, save for a 


slight bronchial cough, It was not until last

He became brighter about noon, but 
from that time grew rapidly weaker until the 
endcame. His mind was clear and‘ bright to 
the very last. His three daughters, Mrs. 
Bates, an old friend, and Miss Sedgwick were 
with him at the time of his death. 

.Gen. Schenck was in * Sist year, having 
been born in Franklin, , October 4 
He was graduated from ‘Miamt University in 
1827, and after spending three additional 
years at the college, studicd law with Thomas 
Corwin. He served two years in the State 
Legisiature, and acquitted himself so well 
that he was elected to Congress as a Wh 
serving from 1813 to 1851. Président Fillmore 
then sent him to Brazil as Minister Plenlpoten- 
tiary. While serving in this Gapacity he dis- 
tinguished himself as a dipiomate by taking a 
conspicuous part in the negotiations of treat- 
ties with resp Uruguay and the Argen- 
tine Republic. Aftertwo years in Brazil, he 
returned to Ohio, his native State, but took 
no part ip politics. When the civil war broke 
out he at once offered his service to the Gov- 
ernment, and was commissioned a Brigadier- 
General by President Lincoln, May 27, 1861. 
He served with his brigade in the first battle 
of Bull Run, In which the Union army was de- 
feated. He next served in West Virginia 
under Gen. Rosecrans, and did some brilitant 
fighting at McDowell und Cross Keys. Gen. 
Fremont then entrusted him with the com- 
mand of a division, and while leading the 
first division of Franz Sigel’s corps at the 
second battle of Rull Run his right arm was 
shattered by a musket ball, incapacitating 
him for service for sometime. In September, 
1862, he was promoted to a — 7 —— 
and in December of that year he took com- 

and ofthe Middle Department and Eighth 

orps at Baltimore. e rendered effective 
‘service in the Gettysburg campaign. He was 
nominat for Congress against the noted anti- 
war Denwcrat, Valaudingbam, and, though the 
district was Democratic, he carried the elec- 
tion, and, resigning hia post inthe army, 
took his seat in the House of Representatives 
December 3, 1863. He was imme- 
diately made Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, and during this 
and the following Congress his pein 
enabled him to do good to the 
Union cause. He was re-elected to the two 
succeeding Congresses, and, throughout 
these exciting times during after thi. 
war, tooka leading part in proceedings in the 
House. During his last term he was chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee and 
leader of the House, succeeding Thad Stevens 
in command of the Republican party. He was 
Minister to England in 1870, and in 1871 one of 
the Alabama Claims Commissioners, retain- 
ing thls last office fiVe years, when he re- 
signed. Since that time he has made his home 
in this elty, where he was a warm favorite. 
While representing the United States Govern- 
ment at the Court of St. James Gen. Sonenek 
wrote asetof rules on the American game of 
poker, then little known in England. e fur- 
nished copies of these rules to his friends, 
one ofwhom hadthem printed and exten- 
sively circulated. From this fact the General, 
who was considered quite an authority.on the 
game of poker, became known in this country 
as Poker Bob.’

1. Which of the two sets or groups of five 
members claiming to sit for the county of Sil- 
ver Bow, had credentials from the officers of 
the board entitled to canvass the vote and 
Geoclare the result? 

. It one group of five had the lawful ere 
Gentiais, but the other group were in fact 
elected, which was legally entitled to sit in 
the house at its original ofganization and re- 
main and take part in all —— roceed- 
ings until the House itself had adjudicated 
their title, there being in existence two 
bodies, each claiming to be the true House? 

8. Is there evidence which warrants the 
Senate in finding that the persons who had 
the credentials were not in fact duly elected? 

As to the first question, which had the law- 
ful credentials, the committee show thatA. F. 
Bray, P. B. Dolman, F. H. Hoffman, J. H. 
Monteath and Wm. Thompson, presented 
credentials from the State Canvass- 
ing Board of their right to sit 
as members from Silver ow County; 
they took part in the organization of the 
Iron Hall (or Repubilean) House of Repre- 
sentatives, and remained members of that 
body until after Messrs. Saunders and lowers 
were elected Senators. Thomas F. Courtney, 
A. H. Day, A. M. Dussealt, Jobo W. Gilligan 
and Joseph Hogan held certificates of election 
from the Clerk of Silver Bow County, took 
partin the organization of the Court-house 
(or Democratic) House of Repiesentatives 
and remained members until after the elec- 
tion of Meeesrs. Maginnis and Clark. 

After reviewing antecedent legislation upon 
the subject of the election, including the en- 
abling act of Congress, the ordinances passed 
by the Constitutional Convention and the 
provisions of the old Territorial laws, 
the majority conciude that the Terri- 
torial law n that the County 
Clerk shall issue certificates of election to 
Representatives in the Legislature, super- 
ceded by the ordinance of the Oonstitutional 
Convention, which imposed that duty upon 
the State Board of Canvassers, and hold that 
Bray and his four associates, who went to the 
Iron Hall with the certificates of the State 
Board that they wereduly elected from Silver 
Bow, had the lawful credentiais.’’ 

THE QUESTION OF QUORUM. 

Upon the question of quorum which has 
been raised in connection with the case the 
committee here say: 

It will appear that it is unnecessary to de- 
cide this question for the purposes of the 
present case. We believe, for reasons here- 
Alter stated, that the certificates of the State 
Board deciared the true bill and cholee of the 
people, as expressed by a majority of the votes 
actually and lawfully cast. Hut, as the matter 
has been discussed, itis proposed that we are 
unabie to see any distinction in principle be- 
tween the case of a person claiming title toa 
Seatinan assembly whose character is dis- 
Puted by some other body and in an assembly 
whose character is undisputed. But 
we think the credentials of the five Re- 
Publican members from Sliver Bow are fully 
supported by the fnote of the election as they 
are disclose’ tous by the admissions of both 
sides and by the undisputed and uncontroiled 
evidence taken in Montana and laid before us 
by Messrs. Clark and Maginnis.’’ 

The whole inguiry turns uponthe honesty 
and fairness of the election at Precinct Thir- 
ty-four, Silver Row County. The proceedings 
in relation to the canvassing of the returns 
ofthat precinct (a camp on the line of the 
Butte & Galiatin Railroad in process of con- 
struction) are set forth in detail from which 
the majority conelude that the State Board of 
Canvassers did their duty as reguired 
by law. But they also think that the election 
eld at Precinct 34 was, in fact, irregular, u- 
legal and fraudulent, and that this appears 
from the records andfrom the undisputed 
facts furnished by Messrs. Maginnis and 
Clark. The whole history shows, the majori- 
ty says, that the proceeding at Precinct 34 had 
no relation whatever to the real will of duly 
qualified voters, but was factitious, pretended 
and without validity, either in form or 
substance. Thecopy of the poll list before 
the committee shows that the 174 voters of 
precinct 34 voted in alphabetical order. This

The next 
amendment was one proposed by 
the Secretary adding a new se c- 
tlon „ which provides tor the 
stamping with the word ‘‘foreign’’ on the re- 
sultant bars ofall foreign silver bullion or 
coins that may be remelted orrefined. The 
next amendment was to sec. 11. and provides 
that nothing in the act shall be construed to 
affect the legal tender quality of the standard 
silver dollar. A minority report on the bill 
will also be submitted. 


The Railroad Wins. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—The Su- 
preme Court ofthe United States to-day ren- 
dered an opinion in the case of the Minne- 
apolis Eastern Railway Co. vse. the 


Raliroad and Warebouse Commission 
of Minnesota, and in the case or 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Co. vs. the same. These are what are known 
as ‘‘granger cases. In the fret case the 
commission, without a hearing, made an 
order fixing $1 per car, whether loaded 
or unloaded, as the maximum amount 
which the railroad company would 
be allowed to charge for handling and switoch- 
ing cars in Minveapolis, the railroad rates be- 
ing $1.25 for empty and 81.80 for loaded cars. 
Tho raliroad maintained that its rate was not 
unequal or unressonadle and that the 
prite fixed by the commission was an inade- 
quate and unreasonabie com pensa- 
tion, and set forth the facts in 
regard to its property earnings and 
expenses in support of its statements. 
The action of the Commissioners, it contends, 
would deprive the company of its property 
without due process of lav, and was there- 
fore in violation of art. xiv of the Constita- 
tion. 

Inthe second case the Commigsion fixed 
Ne per gallon in ten gallon cans as a just and 
reasonabie compensation for the transporta- 
tion of milk from Owatonna or Faribault to 
St. Paul or Minneapolis, the former 
being seventy-one and the latter fifty-six 
miles away from Minneapolis. The railroad 
refused to comply with the OCommission’s 
order and contended: that the same rate for 
both distances was unreasonable and 
contrary to the statute of Minnesota for- 
bidding thegiving of an unequal or unreason- 
able preference or advance to any particular 
locality; that the power to fix and establish 
rates belonged to that legislature and could 
not be delegated to the Commis- 
sion; and furthermore, that the 
Commission's action was unconstitu- 
tional for the reasons stated in the first case 
in that it deprives the company of its prop- 
erty without due process of the law. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Min- 
nerota was against the railroads and the 
case comes bere on appeal. This court 
reverses that judgment, though there 
was a strong minority in favor of the State. 
The ground taken by the courtis that, as the 
decision of the Commission was final, and as 
there was no provision for a judicial de- 
termination of the reasonableness of 
the rates fixed, it a mounted to 
taking the property of the 
company without due process of the law aud 
was therefore unconstitutional. Justice 
Biatchford delivered the opinion of the court 
and Justice Bradley delivered a dissentin 
opinion in behalf of himeelf, Justice Gray an 
Justice Lamar. Justice Miller concurred in 
the conclusion reached by the court, but did 
not fully approve the opinion rendered.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—The long- 
talked-of presidential proclamation granting 
amnesty to deserters from the army still 
hangs fire, and there is a growing impression 
that some time willelapse before it is issued, 


if it appears at all. A month ago its issuance 
seemed to be definitely settled, and the War 
Department even drafted the order for the 
signature of the President, taking every pre- 
caution to see that the contemp!ated beneficl- 
aries would have no monetary claims againat 
the Government. But the President bas not 
signed the order, and even the Secretary him- 
self has come to have some doubts as to the 
advisability of promulgating it at this time. 
This change in opinion is due to the large 
amount of opposition to it that it has de- 
veloped.

GREAT DAMAGX AND LOSS OF LIFE IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Every House in Sumter Shaken to Its 
Foundation — Buildings Demvlished, 
Trees Uprooted and a Number of Per 
sons Killed and Injured—Victims. of a 
Fire—Wrecked on an Open Switch. 


New Tonk, March 24.—A Columbia (8. C.) 
special gives furtner detalls of Saturday’s 
storm in that State. The dispatch states that 
the fury of the cyclone was principally felt in 
Sumter. Every house was shaken to its foun- 
dation; roofs were carried away, fences de- 
molished and trees uprooted. Ida Richardson 
was killed by a falling house; two men, names 
unknown, were fatally injured and many per- 
sons were badiy bruised and cut. Mathies- 
son’s machinery depot was demolished and 
two large sheds of the Atlantic Coast Line 
Rallroad were blown down, while the Baptist 
Church, the jail and a factory are badly 
damaged. The bridge over Broad River on 
the Spartanburg, Union & Columbia Raliroad 
at Shelton, was blown off the pliers into the 
river and completely demolished. An un- 
known man standing on the bridge was car- 
ried with it. In Chester County the tornado 
did great damage. Several small villages are 
also badly wrecked. At Edgemore the Dutch 
Reformed Church and railroad depot were 
blown down. At Blackstock the academy. 
buildings were destroyed and several smaller 
structures blown down. One woman and 
several children are reported fatally injured. 
In Orangeburg County many houses were un- 
roofed. In this city the immense ventilat- 
ing roof of the State Penitentiary was 
torn from its position and thrown down 
upon an adjoining building. A score of con- 
victs narrowly escaped death. It is reported 
that the town of Prosperity has been swept 
away, butas the wires are down nothing can. 
be learned. Torn and twisted trees mark the 
path of the storm and it is feared that im- 
mense damage has been done. A special from 


Camden last night stated that the cyclone 
struck a house there, killing Mra, Fasterling, 
who was in the act of giving medicine to her 
stepdaughter. The bed of the sick child was 
torn to pieces and the mother killed, while 
the child, though thrown in the yard, es- 
caped without the slightest injury.

That night he answered his 
thirty odd letters and paid the postage from 
his own pocket. The member slept sweetly 
after retiring. He had spent anotber day in 
the service of his country.

and one ofthe men ran up and struck him @ 
severe blow on the arm with a ciub. The 
officer pulled his revolver to defend himself, 
as the gang was becoming bolder, and the 
crowd started to take the prisoner 
away by force.

TONS OF NFWSPAPERS, 


Jeurnals of the United Kisgdom en File 
at the British Museum, 


From the Manchester Examiner. 

Simcoe October, 1888, an Important work in 
connection with the cataloguing and rear- 
ranging of the files ofthe newspapers of the 
United Kingdom has been going on at the 
British Museum. The work has now been 
brought down to 18783. Every volume has been 
carefully examined and all the important 
points in regard to it indicated in the cata- 


logue. Much labor has been spent in sizing 
and arranging the papers year by year. By 
this means a considerable amount of press- 
room has been gained. The papers are ar- 
ranged according to date. Every volume is 
numbered outstde. Each year hasa distinct 
set of numbers, except in the case of the 
earlier dates, where the number of volumes 
in a year is so small as to make this unneces- 
sary. The year 1831 is represented | 
by only forty-one volumes, each volume 
containing the files of from two to five 
newspapers, while 1840 has eighty-six vol- 
umes, 1850 has 140 volumes, 1860 has 250 vol- 
umes, and 1870 has 827 volumes, while for 1887 
there are no fewer thaa volumes; 1847 
takes up three presses, occupying a space of 
59 square feet, while 1887 reauires sixteen 
resses and occupies square feet. 
here are more than 1.200 distinct papers for 
1887, whfle for 1847 the number did not exceed 
300. The approximate weight of English, 
Seotoh an Irish papers in the 
presses at the museum is 450 
tons. The files for thirteen years have satili to 
be gone through before the work is complete. 
As soon as this is done a list ot the pa- 
pers, with thelr respective numbers, be 
yee in the reading-room, and it will then 
ene easy to obtain the file of a newspaper

A DOUBLE MYSTERY,

| Fosdick murder mystery has thrown South- 


western Michigan into a fever heat of excite- 
ment. The unsuccessful attemptto kill Dr. 
Marvin Fosdick at Aimena, in February last, 
and the assassination of his brother last Fri- 
day night, were two facts that at present can 
not be satisfactorily accounted for. The fact 
that two bachelor brothers, living together in 
a secluded manner, should be attacked by 
some murderous band within a 
short. time leaves any number of theo- 
ries to be worked upon and a deep 
mystery to be penetrated bythe detectives, 
The home is situated in Almena Townebip, 
about eleven miles west of here, and is quite 
a distance from any other house, It is divided 
into two sections, each brother occupying a 
section. A queer coincidence is that both 
brothers were shotinthe same room. The 
Coroner’s verdict in the case of Albert’s death 
was that he met his death at the hands of 
some persons unknown. When Dr. Fosdick 
was sbot suspicion pointed strongly to the 
guilt of bis brother, Albert, who was arrested, 
but acquitted for lack of evidence.

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. Sally Hebson, Colored, Beheaded by 
Her 11-Year-Old Son. 


Mzmpuis, Tenn., March 2.—Somerville, 
Fayette County, isina high state of excite- 
ment over a most borribie tragedy committed 
yesterday. Early in the day yesterday an of- 
ficer chanced to look in the yard in front of a 
negro cabin and there saw four colored cbil- 
dren at play. The clothing of one of them, a 
boy of ll years of age, was besmeared with 
blood. The door of the cabin was open 
and looking inside the officer saw a sicken- 
ing spectacie. Lying on the floor was the 
body of Sally Hobson, the occupant of the 
cottage, the head severed frm the trunk and 
lying some ten feet distant. Near these 
bloody parts of the human frame was an ax 
that had served as the guillotine. The officer 
made a hurried investigation and learned that 
the deceased had been supporting herself and 
four children for some time by 
working for Rev. Dr. McGlahn, 
an Episcopal minister. She had been separ- 
ated from her husband for some months and 
had been trying to bring about a recone illa - 
tion. Yesterday, it appears, she went out to 
sec her husband and niece with this object in 
view. She failed in her purpose and then re- 
turned to her howe. The authorities sus- 
pected her husband, but he soon established 
an alibi. When the pair were taken 
to the cottage by the officers, the 
ll-year-old son of the deceased, whose 


clothing was stained with biood in many 
places, ran behind a fence corner screaming 
atthe top of hislungs. When be was caught 
he sald he did not kill his mother and claimed 
that the blood on his clothing was from a 
chicken he had killed. The boy admitted 
later that he was hie mother’s executioner. 
He said that when she returned from town 
after seeing her husband she tore ber ciothing 
into ridbons and, laying her head on a block, 
ordered bim to cut it off with an ax, telling 
him she would kill him if he did not obey. 
The ax was sharp and three blows severed 
the head completely from the body. After 
this the boy went out to piay in the yard with 
the other children, no more concerned than 
if he had slain a chicken instead of his 
mother.

ELECTRIC LIGHT FINANCES. 


The Municipal Co. Said te Be in a Pre- 
carieus Position. 


Mr. James Campbell, President of the &t. 
Louis Illuminating Co. one of the principal 
holders of the stock and bonds Of the Municli- 
pal Electric Light Co., is home from New 
York, where he went to endesa ir to arrange 
the financial affairs of the latter 
company. Mr. Campbell some time ago 
went to New York on a similar wission. 


The Hollins syndicate, interested in the com- 
pany, was not coming up with the necessary 
money. He then arranged the sale of the 
Hollins syndicate interest to parties who 
went into it at the instance of LadenbDerg, 
Thaiman & Co., who were themselves and are 
now largely interested. These new parties 
are now aleo failing to come up with the 
1 necessary and expected. They say 
the Municipal Assembly's delay in acting on 
legisiation before it .will not justify 
them in continuing in the further- 
ance of the enterprise. They also claim that 
they went in on the belief that the plant com- 
plete would cost about $600,000 or $700,000, 
while they now find it will costin the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000 or more.

GEORGE CROOK, 


The ‘Remains of the Late General Taken 
to Maryland. 


CnIcaGco, III., March %.—At8o’olock yes- 
terday the remains of Maj.-Gen, Cook were 
taken to Maryland. Thousands of people 
passed through the parlor where the remains 
lay to getalookatthe dead General and the 
police had to be called on to clear the rooms. 
The Rev. Dr. McPherson delivered the open- 
ing prayer. 

A quartet from the Second Presbyterian 


Church choir sang at the close of the prayer, 
and were followed 5 Dr. Thomas, who 
quoted the Ninetieth Psaim and a chaptér 
from Job in the course of brief, but coufort- 
ing remarks. 

Prof. Swing then read a most eloquent 
tribute to the dead. After the quartette, Dr. 
McPherson spoke eloquently and at length, 
and again offered prayer, Dr. Clinton Locke 
closing the services by the benediction. 

Mrs. Crook, who, previous to the com- 
mencement of the setvice, had remained with 
her sister and friends in an adjoining room, 
but had been present during the entire time, 
then took Oapt. King’s arm and had a last 
look atthe dead. Then the casket was taken 
from the room, followed by the members of 
the Loyal Legion, while the choir saug Rest 
for the Weary.’’ 

Mrs. Crook and Mrs. Reade were then driven 
quietiy to the Baltimore & Ohio Depot. 


The Funeral. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 24.—Vakland, Md., 
the place of interment of Maj.-Gen. Crook, is 
a town of 1,000 inhabitants and quiet, almost, 
as its cemetery. It has a telegraph office 


which opens with the opening of the summer 
season and closes with the close of 
the holidays.

A Queer Damage Suit to Be Tried Te Morrow 
in Which Two Boys Are Charged With 
Being Iustigated by che Devil’’—A Boy 
Granted - Judgment for $3,500—Kicked 
Down Stairs Four Times—Legal Notes.

sash and biinds of said house; have 
loosened shingles on roof; have cracked the 
woodwork of doors belonging to same, have 
injured guttering on roof, have loosened 
blaster on the interior and damaged the 
weather boarding by tearing off the same 
both with their teeth and their hands. Said 
boys have assaulted and beaten this plaintiff 
and destroyed two teeth belonging to bim, 
thereby causing him much pain; they also 
destroyed a crop of corn growing in bis gar- 
den and took from his premises certain fowls. 
They have on all occasions both day and 
night throwm atfand bombarded this plaintiff 
and his wife with all kinds of missiles, such 
as stones, brick-bats, dirt, tin cans and 
various other things to numerous to mention. 
That on one occasion while the plaintiff was 
on bis bet A home from the corner grocery 
with a bucket of beer, the said boys attacked 
himonthe public highway and spilled the 
beer and filled the bucket with dirt.

ment for $3,500 by thejury. Young Ambrose 
was employed in the bottling department of 
the brewery, aud one day the foreman told 
ulm totake several cases of empty bottles 
into the cellar. He got on the elevator, and 
while going up hie foot slipped and he fell. 
His leg was caught between the third floor 
and the platform and crushed. It has 
since shriveled up, and the boy will 
be compelled to use crutches all 
his life. The jury, after two hours’ deliber- 
ation, decided to givehim $1,000 damages for 
doctor bills and crutches, $1,000 to educate 
himself and acquire a knowledge of some vo- 
cation in which he can earn a living in his 
crippled condition, and $1,500 for incidental 
expenses and attorney’s fees.

DIDN’T TAKE THE ELIXIR. 


James Sherlock’s Sons State He Has At- 
tained the Age of 108. 


Probably the oldest man in the state, and 
certainly one of the oldest in the country, isa 
resident ofthis city. James Sherlock, who 
resides with his son, Michael Sherlock at 4122 
Oook avenue, has been a resident of this city 
for twenty-two years, but first became a citi- 
en at an age far beyond the span of life 
usually allotted to humanity. Mr. Sherlock 


was born on February 10, 1782, in 
County Oork, Ireland, and was contented to 
remain in the land of dis birth 
until be had attained the decidedly mature 

e of 86. Concluding that to spend one 
Ie time in one country was enough, 
he decided to emigrate to the United 
States, end grow up with the coun- 
try. He came to St. Louis in 1868, and 
opened a butcher stallin the old Mound Mar- 
ket. He was very successful, manifesting 
bodily and mental energy that would have 
been considered remarkable in aman of half 
his age, and for five years was daily seen at 
his place of business. After be had completed 
his eighteenth lustre, he conciuded that 
he had earned a season of repose, and when 
Sl years ot age retired from business. This 
was notonaccountof his nealth, which re- 
mained as good as ever, he having in hie long 
life had but three or four attacks of sickness. 
His advanced age does not prevent him from 
taking walks every day in his neighborhood. 
And every fine Thursday afternoon he 
takes his basket, walks to the Frank- 
jin avenue cable and does the 
family marketing at the Union Market. 
His eyesight is excellent; he never has had 
occasion so far to use glasses, but he is very 
deaf, the sound of hearing being entirely lost 
to his right ear. His face is somewhat drawn, 
making his cheek bones prominent. Bodily 
he is very spare and has lost his hair and 
teeth. Mr. Sherlock is still active’ and a few 
evenings ago, at a social party given by a 


neighbor, the old gentieman was one 


ofthe guests, and took part in the dance, 
cutting pigeon-wings dating from the last 
century with commendable skiil and vigor. 
Many physicians look upon Mr. Sherlock with 
feeling closely bordering upon hostily, as his 
age and vigor are considered as very strong 
arguments against the alleged deleterious et- 
fects of tobacvo, he having been an invet- 
erate smoker ali his life. He has no intention 
of joining the majority at once, believing 
that, barring accidents, he is good for ten or 
fitteen years more. For years Mr. Sherlock 
has occupied a pew in St. Alphonsus Church, 
being a constant attendant at services. He 
was married eighty-three years ago and his 
wife died thirty-two yearsago. Ninechildren 
were born of his union, four of whom are still 
living, the oldest, Mr. J. W. Sherlock, is 83 
years old, The next oldest, Mr. Michael Sber- 
lock, is 77 years old. The aged man has 
twenty grandchildren, fifty great grandchil, 
— and a number of great, great grandchii 
ren.

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WHERE IS JOHNSON? 


A(awrrn's LONG HUNT FOR A MAN TO 
PAY MONEY .TO. 


A Strange Case That Grows Out of an Old 
Patent to Some Northern Land—How the 
Owner Was Followed in His Wanderings 
Through Thirty Years. 


WELL-KNOWN lawyer 
of Ashland, Wis., bas 
been in dt. Louls re- 
cently looking for a 
man named Ohbaries 
Johnson, to whom he 
wishes to pay a large 
amount of money, and 
although Johnson knew 
that that lawyer was to 
be here at acertain time 
to hand bim over sev- 
eral thousand dollars, 
he did not make his appearance and no one 
knows where he is. There is a long story 
back of this transaction and incidents in it are 
quite as strange as this mysterious disappear- 
anee of Johnson when a man was running all 
over the country with money in his 
pocket, looking for him to pay it over. 
Ashiand, Wis., is an old town and one of 
those which, in recent years, bas made sudden 
accessions to its population and area. In 1887 
it had a veritable boom and probably there is 
notasquare in the town that did not change 
hands once ortwice aday. There was one 
large tract on the outskirts of the city which 
beld at an unusual price and somehow it 
never fell intothe handsof speculators. It 
had been sold for taxes and bought in dy a 
frm of lawyers who would not let go of it. 
They learned that there was a United States 
patent on the land and it stood in the name of 
Charlies Johnson, but who Johnson was they 
did not know. ' 
ANOTHER LAWYER 
discovered these facts, and at once set out to 
catch the missing Jobnson and secure from 
him a deed to the proverty. He found that 
the man for whom he was searching had been 
acattie drover, a bit of a card player and 
trickster, and had gone to Ashland from the 
East a little over thirty years ago. He made 


a little money there, played cards a little, and. 


haying his eye open for speculative chances 
he saw this land which he thought would be 
valuable when the town grew out to it, so he 
took out a patent securing itto him. Shortly 
after this he disappeared, and the lawyer had 
So take up the trail when it was thirty years 
old, and followed it, hoping to find hie man. 
In spite of the lapse of time he was wonder- 


fully successful, and was able to follow John- 
sondown through Michigan where he had 
driven a herd of cattle, and then to Vermont, 
where he remained for a year or two. Shortly 
after the breaking out of the war -he entered 
the army and served through, returning to 
civil life in 1865. Then he went to Kansas and 
lived until 1887, and then tothe Indian Terri- 
tory and Texas, where he engaged in the cat- 
tle business. it was difficult work to follow 
all these wanderings, but the lawyer did trace 
him this far, then thetrail disappeared. 
Where Johnson had been for twenty years he 
could notfind out.

Hotel in December last 
and after they introduced themselves to each 
other the Ashland man asked where they were 
to begin. 

„Why, Johnson is here in St. Louis,’’ was 
the answer. ISaw him yesterday. 

This was pleasant news for the Ashland 
man, and they started out at once to locate 
the man who had given such a long chase. 

— the day they found him, and 
evidentiy he was the man wanted. His ap- 
pearance was thatofaman who bad liveda 
yey life and been much in the country, 
and he had all the shrewdness that could be 
expected in a man who had lived in that way.

SEARCHING FOR QUARTERS. 

Mr. Merritt spent the day with the officers 
stationed in this city, and visited a number of 
buildings which were considered suitable for 
the purposes of the department, No decision 
will be made inthe immediate future, as the 
matter of engaging quarters forthe depart- 
ment commander aud the depart- 
ment staff will be reported to 
Washington, with the recommendation of 
Gen. Merritt, for approval by the Quarter- 
master-General and the Secretary of War. 
Some bullding, or some part of a bullding 
located in the central portion of the city, will 
be selected. Avery considerable amount of 
room will be required, asthe records of the 
department willbe transferred to this city, 
heads of the department staff will have to be 
provided with offices for themselves and 
clerks, and from fifteen to eighteen large 
rooms are requisite. There has deen 
some talk in Washington of remodeling 


the old Post-office building, and transferring 
it to the War Deptment for use by the General 
in command, but should this be decided 
upon, the work necessary to put it in condl- 
tion would require @ year or two, and accom- 
modations must be secured at once. The re- 
moval of the headquarters from Fort Leaven- 
worth to this city must take place by Juae 1, 
butitis by no means improbable that Gen. 
Merritt and his staff will come to this city 
some time before that date. 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI, 
the headquarters of which will, in future, be 
St. Louis, is in many respects the most impor- 
tant command ofits class in the country. It 
should not be confaunded with the Division 
of the Missouri, which includes the De- 
partments of Dakota, the Missouri, 
the Platte and Texas. The Department 
of the Missouri includes the States of Missouri, 
Kansas and Colorado and the Indian Territory. 
Formerly this command was much more ex- 
tensive, includjng Texas, the Piatte, much 
ofthe department of Dakota and the District 
of New Mexico. Shortly after the close of the 
war the department of the Missouri was di- 
vided and reduced to its present dimension, 
with the exception of the district of New Mex- 
ico, which until five years ago formed a part 
of it. During the prevalence of the Abache raids 
the Indians were in tbe habit of crossing the 
New Mexico line, and some inconvenience 
was experienced from the fact that hostilities 
were carried on in two departments under the 
command of different general officers. To 
obviate thie diffculty the district of New Mex- 
ico was attached to the Department of Ari- 
zona, the commander of which reported to 
the Commanding General of the Pacific. It 
is by no means improbable that New Mexico 
may be re-transferred to the Department of 
the Missour!, as it naturally belongs to that 
cominand. 
AS AT PRESENT CONSTITUTED 
the Department of the Missouri contains two 
of the four great military schools of inetruc- 
tion in the army, and those to which the off. 
cers ofthetwo most numerous branches of 
the service are sent. The School of Applica- 
tion at Fort Leavenworth is supplementary 
to West Point for officers of infantry and cav- 
alry, andtwo Officers of each regiment of 
these corps are annually sent to that point 
to undertake a two years’ course of 
study. A large and able corps of instructors 
is stationed there, and the school of applica- 
tion js acknowledged to be one of the best in- 
stitutions of the kind in the world. A few 
years ago a cavalry school was established at 
Fort Riley, Kan., and the company officers of 
that arm of the service receive instruction at 
that place in addition to the course at Fert 
Leavenworth. These schools are the only 
ones in the West and have given the Depart- 
ment of tne Missouri an importance 
above that of any other. The num- 
ber of Indians included in the 
limits of the department is greater than that 
of any other, Including as it does the numer- 
ous tribes located in the Indian Territory, the 
Utes of the Rocky Mountains and a portion of 
the Guerilla Apaches. To handle these In- 
dians and to garrison the different posts six 
regiments are required—three of Infantry and 
three of cavairy—and in the course of the con- 
centration

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ENFORCING BLUE LAWS. 


A Seventh- Day Adventist Fined tor Work- 
ing on Sunday.

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., March 24,—A peculiar 
case was tried in the Circuit Court at Troy, 
Obion County, recently. The indictment was 
against R. M. King, and was based on the 1 
lowing charges: 

Plougb ing on Sunday and doing various 
other kinds of wofk on that day without re- 
gard to said Sabbath day.’’ 

Mr. King is a member of a small but respect- 
able sect of Christians known as the Seventh- 
Day Adventists, who observe the seventh 


day (Saturday) as the Sabbath. Six wit- 
nesses were examined, five for the prose- 
cution and one for the defense. Ali the 
witnesses testified to the good char 
acter of the defendant as a law-abiding 
citizen, with the one exception of working on 
Sunday. The defendant offered to prove that 
he had been brought before a justice and 
fined for the principal offense chargedin the 
indictment and that he had paid his fine, but 
the court would not permit him to do so. The 
examination of the witnesses showed that 
two of them belonged to an organization 
whose members had bound themselves to- 
gether by a written agreement to prosecute 
every violation of the Sunday laws. The 
counsel for the defendant then offered to 
prove that menin thesame neighborhood 
where Mr. King lived bad cut wheat with 
self-vinders, rafted logs and done other 
work on Sunday, for which they had 
never been called in question, but the 
court would not permit bim to prove it. The 
work done by Mr. King was all on his own 
premises and not in sight of any public place 
ot worship. The witnesses all testified that 
they were not disturbed in any way except 
that their moral and religious feelings were 
shocked. The cross-examination developed 
the fact that two of the witnesses were going 
to another part of the neighborhood afters 
cow andathird was engaging harvest hands 
when they saw Mr. King at work on Sunday. 
The defendant had lived in the same neigh- 
borhood from achild and had always borne a 
good character, both as a citizen and a 
Christian gentieman. About two years ago 
he changed bis religious belief, uniting with 
the Seventh-Day Adventists, since which time 
no opportunity has been lost by his former 
brethren to harrass and injure him. The 
prosecuting attorney made an inflammatory 
speech in which he confounded the Advent- 
ists with the Mormons. In the conclusion of 
bis speech he said: 

‘‘f wish we bad more Methodist churches, 
and more Baptist churches, and more Pres- 
byterian churches, and more Episcopal 
churches and more Catnolic churches, until 
every man was brought under the benign in- 
fluence of these churches; butI do not want 
any Adventist churches or Mormon churches. 
Mr. Guiteau, when he had a revelation from 
God (and lexpect he had a Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist lawyer to defend him) took a pistol 
and shot down the ruler of this nation and 
they hung bim, and that is what they ought 
to do with all these fellows.** 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty and 
assessed the fine at 5. In overruling a 
motion for a new hearing the Judge said: 
„„The law is clear. I charged it properly. 
The fine Is a reasonable one and well war- 
ranted. The laws are made to be obeyed, and 
Mr. King and all other men should and must 
obey or leave the country. I make these re- 
marks that they may know that I intend to 
have the law strictly enforced in the future. 
Mr. King and his brethren have a right to 
keep another day if they choose, but as Chris- 
tian men itis their duty to obey the laws of 
the State, and they must do it.’’ 

People here are asking if we are returning 
to the days of Cotton Mather oro! the Span- 
ish Inquisition, that faithful, law-abiding 
citizens must be fined or driven from the 
country when their only offense consists in 
quietly carrying out the convictions of con- 
science?

Bishop Hurst Talks About the Plans of the 
Projectors. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2%.—A notice 
has been issued by Bishop Hurst for a public 
meeting to be hela Tuesday evening, March 
25, at the Metropolitan Methodist Episcopal 
Church lu this city, at which plans will be 
submitted and discussed in relation to the 
National University which it is proposed to 
establish here under the auspices of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church. A reporter 
called on the Bishop in relation to the project 
and asked him howfar the project bad ma- 
tured, and what wasthe nature of the plans 
which itis intended to present to the next 
meeting. He replied: 

„Nov that we have secured the site itis 
necessary to take steps to put the enterprise 
in operation. So far we have relied upon the 
liberality of the citizens of this district and 
haye made no appeal to the outside public. 
My hope is that we shail be able to pay for the 
site through the donations of district people 
alone, and I think this hope will be realized. 
The object of this meeting isto draw the at- 
tention of the country to the character, scope 
and importance of this enterprise. Speakers 
of national reputation will address the meet- 
ing. I had hoped that Senator COolquitt 
of Georgia would be present, but 
absence from the city 
vent him. Senator Hawley 
necticut, and Representative Morse of Massa- 
chusetts and Taylor of Tennessee have prom- 
ised to speak. Our plan isa broad one. We 
do not intend to have the ordinary college 
course—the country is already well supplied 
with institutions of that kind. Our idea is to 
foundan institution for higher courses of 
study, post-graduate work and professional 
schools. The univeraity will be under the 
auspices of the Methodist Church to the ex- 
tent that that church will be responsible for 
the character and good name of the institu- 
tion, but the curriculum will not be denomi- 
national. Some of the trustees will undoubt- 
edly be taken from other churches. We want 
such indorsements as will permit us to 
establish fellowships, so as to encourage and 
enable students to pursue thelr studies even 
as far as graduation. It is not intended to be- 
gin the construction of the buildings unt ii we 

ave $2,000,000 in hand, as the desire is to have 
everything done on a broad, liberal swaie. 
When it is considered that our church alone 
has a membership in this country of 2,250,000 
with a constituency of 15,000,000 behind it, it 
ought not to be difficult to command this 
amount, and if the members of other denomi- 
inations are as libe

MRS. NAT C. GOODWIN TAKES A DRINK OF’ 
CARBOLIO ACID. 


Her Life Saved by the Timely Arrival of a 
Physician—The Parties Concerned Ex- 
plain the Matter—A Rumored Cause of 
Jealousy, and Ite Denial.

friends all of the parties concerned, including 
Mrs. Goodwin, ridiculed the idea of suicide. 

Mrs. Goodwin is the wife of Nat. OC. Good- 
win,the comedian, who Saturday night closed 
an engagement of a week at Pope’s Theater. 
They were to have left for Kansas City last 
evening, where the company opens to-night, 
but while the company went on, Mr. Goodwin 
remained here with his wife. 

It was about 6:30 o’clock last evening, when 
Mrs. Goodwin took the dose that for a time so 
seriously threatened her life. Mr. Goodwin 
and a number of theatrical friends were stana- 
ing at the bar at the time. He was telling 
stories, and 

HAVING A JOVIAL TIME 
generally. The conversation was interrupted 
by the appearance of a bellboy, who handed 
Mr. Goodwin a note. It was hastily written 
in afeminine band. It read: | 

Nat: I have taken some of your medicine. 
Come up quick.’’ 

Thunder!““ exclaimed Mr. Goodwin, and 
turning to Ris friends he excused himself and 
rushed out and up-stairs. Mrs. Goodwin was 
plainly suffering a great deal, and with a 
knowledge of what she had taken it 
looked as if she had few chances 
to live. The doctor was summoned inhaste, 
however, and answering promptly was able 
to overcome the effects of the acid and to re- 
lieve the stomach of it. Mrs. Goodwin soon 
experionced a great deal of relief, though 
still suffering, and before the doctor left her 
he pronounced her out of danger. It had 
been a close call, however, and all of the 
joviality that Mr. Goodwin had shown a few 
minutes before disappeared foratime. After 
the danger bad passed, however, he returned 
to the rotunda and gave orders for his com- 
pany to proceed to Kansas City and he would, 
if possible, follow this morning. During the 
rest of the evening he was in and out of the 
room several times. Mrs. Goodwin was also, 
Guring the evening, attended by theatrical 
acquaintances. 

THE EXPLANATION 
of the affair was given fully by those con- 
cerned to friends. It is tothe effect that Ar. 
Goodwin, who is troubled considerably with 
catarrh, hada preparation of carbolic acid, 
which he used asa nasal douche. During the 
afternoon, when packing his valise, he poured 
the contents of the bottle into a glass on the 
stand, remarking at the time that the acid 
was old and he would leave it and get some 
fresh in the morning. The glass he allowed 
to remain on the stand. The preparation was 
nothing but diluted carbolio acid. Later Mrs. 
Goodwin was packing some things, and feel- 
ing @ faintness, reached overto the stand for 
a glass of water. The glass she got 
was the one containing Nat’sacid. Taking a 
drink of it she noticed her mistake and sum- 
moned her husband. It is further explained 
that Mrs. Goodwin has not been well since the 
death of her child a few months ago, and that 
she has been subject to fainting spelis. She is 
said to have fainted three or four times last 
week, once while in the dining-room. She 
has wor ried a great deal, and the faintness is 
ascribed tothis. Mr. Goodwin bas also felt 
greatly troubled since the death of bis child 
and has been more strongly inclined to con- 
viviality as a means of forgetfulness. This is 
the explanation given by those concerned, 
and in every way they ridicule the idea of at- 
tempted suicide or anything resembling it.

APPRENTICES’ RIGHTS. 
THE COURT OF APPEALS’ OPINION IN THE 
LALLY-CANTWELL LIBEL OASE 


The Finding of the Lower Court for Dam 
ages Affirmed—The Law as It Is Inter- 
pretea by the Court—Rights of Employ- 
ers Generally Indirectly Concerned. 


The opinion of the Court of Appeale in the 
libel case of John Lally vs, Cantwell has ex- 


cited a great deal of attention among working 


people, involving, as it does, the rights of 
apprentices directly, and generally the right 
of employers to dlacklist an employe and 
warn other employers against having any- 
thing to do with him. Lally was an apprentice 
in the plumbing shop of Cantwell. He left his 
employer, and the latter issued a circular 
stating this fact, and saying that the case was 
covered by section II of the by-laws. In the 
lower court Lally was given a verdict of $600 
damages, $300 compensatory and $600 exem- 
plary. The case has been contested on every 


point, and covers the various questions com- 


ing up very fully. It does not leave any room 
to doubt as to what the law is, or at least the 
Court ot Appeals’ interpretation of the Jaw. 
The exemplary damages particularly is of im- 


portance. 
THE OPINION. 

The court, in its opinion, which is written 
by Judge Rombauer, says: * 

„This ie an action for maliciously inter- 
fering with the plaintiff’s business by the pub- 
lication of a false and malicious libel, where- 
by the plaintiff was deprived of employment 
and bindered in his employment and trade as 
a plumber., The petition, which is very in- 
artificially drawn, was demurred to by the 
defendant as stating no cause of action and 
the demurrer was sustained by the trial 
court, The plaintiff thereupon ap- 
pealed to this court and we 
reversed the judgment, holding that the peti- 
tion didstate acase of action in alleging 
malice on the part ot the defendant and in- 
jury to plaintiff as a direct consequence of the 
defendant’s malicious act and the facts thus 
stated acoording to the weight of authority 
both here and in Efigiand gave the party in- 
jured a cause of action. The case upon its 
former appeal is reported, 30 Mo. App. 524, 
where the plaintiff’s petition being the same 
petition in which the case Was ultimately 
tried is set outin full. 

»The libelous publication which is claimed 
to constitute the malicious interference \con 
sisted of a printed circular which the de- 
fendant sent to a number of master plumbers 
in the city of St. Louls and which was in the 
toliowing words: 

„% John Lally, an apprentice in my shop 
not out of his time, quit work without cause 
on Augustl. Ifhe is working for you now or 
applies for work you will understand the 
situation. Article 11 ofthe by-laws covers 
the case.’ 

QUESTIONS OF FACT. 

„The defendant filed an answer after the 
cause was remanded for trial, which, after 
admitting tbe publication of the circular 
above set out, denied that it was false and 
malicious, and set up affirmiatively ‘that be- 
fore the publication of said circular, to-wit., 
on July 21, 1887, John Lally, an apprentice in 
theemploy of this defendant, and that he 
quit work without cause on August 1, 1587. 
W herefore defendant says that the words 
written in said circular are true in substance 
and in fact.’ 

Upon the pleadings thus framed the par- 
ties went to trial before a jury and the plain- 
tiff recovered ajudgment for $900, of which, 
according to the verdict of the jury, $300 was 
for compensatory and $600 for exemplary 
damages. The defendant assigns for error 
that the plaintiff failed to make out a prima 
facie case; that the court misdirected the 
jury, and that the damages both compen- 
satory and exemplary are excessive. 

**Whether the plaintiff made out a prima 
facie case depends, in the present state of the 
record, solely onthe fact whether he has by 
proot subsetantiated the allegations of the 
petition. If so, we cannot put the trial court 
in the wrong for refusing defendant’s 
demurrer to the evidence as we have formerly 
adjudged that the petition does state a cause 
of action and that decision under well-settied 
rules governing appellate proceedure isthe 
law of this case. The publication was ad- 
mitted. It appeared in evidence when the 
plaintiff quit the defendant’s employ he was a 


was never bound by any indenture as required 

by sections 4081, 4082 and 4083 of the general 

statutes of 187%, then In force. 
APPRENTICESHIPS. 

„„The first of these sections provides that no 
minor shall be bound as an apprentice 
unless by an indenture of two parts 
and the last section provides that ail 
indentures entered into otherwise than here- 
in provided shall be as to all apprentices 
It therefore conclu- 
sively appeared that the circular was false, 
both in stating thatthe defendant was an ap- 
prentice in the defendant’s shop, and that he 
had quit work without cause (il. e., wrong- 
fully). As the plaintiff was not apprenticed 
by indenture, he was not an apprentice under 
the laws of this State, and as no valid contract 
listed between himself and the defendant 
he might rightfully quit the employment at 
anytime. * * ® 

„Observations will suffice to show that 
there was ample evidence before the jury to 
show express malice and a malicious inter- 
ference with plaintiff’s work, and as there 
was proof that the circular was both false and 
malicious and interfered with the plaintiff's 
employment the plaintiff had under the rul- 
ings of this court, when the case was last 
here, made out a prima facie case because he 
bad substantiated the allegations of his pe- 
tition by proof. : 

‘*This is not simply an action of libel, as the 
defendant seems to contend, but even if it 
were to be precede by rules applicable 
to action of libel the defendant would 
have no reason to complain of 
the court’s instructions. The Court told 
the jury that if the plaintiff was an appren- 
tice under the custom of plumbers, and quit 
before the expiration of his term as appren- 
tice, without any cause, the jury should find 
for the defendant unless they find that the 
defendant was moved by ¢éxpress malice in 
sending out the circulars. In thus instructing 
the A the court went further in the defend- 
ant’s favor than the evidence warranted. 
There can be no apprenticeship by custom in 
derogation of the positive mandate of a stat- 
ute, which is one of public policy. When 
the statute says that all contracts 
ot apprenticeship by inden- 
ture shall be . necessarily 
expressly — an apprenticeship 
of custom. efore the jury under this in- 
struction could find for the plaintiff they 
were bound to find express malice, even 
though, as above seen, the facts that the 
statements of the circular were false ap- 
appeared as a conclusion of law. 

THE LAW OF BOND. 

It is needless for us to discuss whether or 
no, under provisions of sec. 14, art. 2 of the 
Constitution of Missouri, and under sec. 2581 
of the Revised Statutes of 1889, as the detend- 
ant claims, the truth of a publieation isa 
complete defense in a civil action for defama- 
tion, since, as above seen, there was no legal 
evdidence in this case contending to show the 
the truth of the publication. 

This brings us to the question of damages. 
We are aware of no rule of law which would 
authorize us to review the amount of exem- 
plary damages awarded, unless the award is 
30 grossly excessive as to clearly indicate 
prejudice, partiality or corruption on the part 
of the jury. In Munter vs. Bunde this court 
refused to disturb a verdict of $1,000 which 
necessarily consisted almost wholly of exem- 
plary damages, as actual injury inflicted 
was but nominal. ence we do not feel at 
liberty to disturb the jury’s diecretion in this 
case in awarding the sum of $600 as exemplary 
damages. 

The question of compensatory damage, 
however, is subject to review. The action, as 
above seen, le one of malicious interference 
with plaintiff's employment by a defamatory

marks he said: 

„Germany is an extremely Interesting field 
for political study just at the present time, 
The Emperor is fussing and clucking like a 
hen that has lost one ortwo of her chickens 


and instinctively fears the disappearance of 
more. He either loves people of the laboring 
class and wishes to mitigate their privations, 
sufferings and slavery, or he fears them 
and is trying to niet their 
growing discontent and mollity their gatnher- 
ing anger. Nonbody can possibly believe 
that be lovesthem. Nomonarch ever loved 
his people. Rulers rob their people but never 
love them; they enslave, but never serve 
them. The difference is, then, that he fears 
these blacksmiths, shoemakers, carpenters 
and eigar- makers who are forcing their way 
into the Legislature in spite of his bayonets 
and prisons, and fears them so much that he 
is willing to let his Bismarck retire to private 
life to please them. All rulers are alike in 
being half knave and half fool. Invariably 
they refuse to give the people an inch 
until they want an ell, and when they get 
ready to give an ell the people are loading their 
guns, asking no longer. but determined to 
take what belongs to them. Emperor William 
thought he would win the confidence of the 
people by condescending to — hig royal 
erson about and let the common dirtook at 
him: by telling them what he and God intend- 
ed to do for them; by calling a conference of 
brigands to see |! some way cannot be
